May I be permitted the liberty of referring to you 
a question regarding an unusual coin of which I am sending a 


east, under separate cover. This piece is in the collection 


of the American Numismatic Society, having been received along 
with «a miscellaneous lot of other coins, which gave no suggestion 
for the provenence of this piece. I am also sending a photograph 
of several coins which forved prt of a hoard unearthed in the 
excavations at Corinth. You will perceive that the cast and the 
illustrations have much in common, that they probably own the 

saae issuing authority. Along with the coins in the ta there 
were several Byzantine pieces of the  genturys 


Among the types figuring are an elephant, a lion and a 
winged horse. Apparently a rider with a halo appears on one or 
more of these animals. vf the inscriptions in the eartouch on 
the reverse only the word ‘sultan’ is err on the coin in our 
possession. 


If any pieces similar to these have comeuunder your 
observation or if you have any suggestion as to an attribution. 
for these coins, we shall be very grateful to you for comminicating 
it.

My dear Sir: 


Thank you very mich indeed for your full and very interesting 
letter of vuctober 10th. I regret very much indeed that the photostat of the 


illustrations in the American Journal of Archaeology failed of inclusion in 
my first letter to your Iam seming it to you now. Several observations AS 
are necessary, however, This reproduction exaggerates the thickness of the eas 


coins « they are very thin indeed. They are apparcntly of copper and in : 
almost every case seem to be overstruck. Traces of what appear to be two is 
small birds, vis-a-vis, and part of the inscription, are visible on the piece 

of which you have the cast,(see sket¢éh on back of print). Mr. Wood, the 

Curator of our Museum, has supplied in pencil, beneath the coins, the Arabic 
inscription, as he reads it. You will understand, of course,that it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to establish the correctness of this reading and Mr. Wood 

would have you understand that it is a tentative reproduction of the evidence 

on the coin, rather than a positive statement. I am also including a copy 

of the paragraph relating to the hoard from which the coins in the illustration 

are derived. 


You will see“that the Byzantine coins found with these pieces 
confirm the dating at which you had arrived for the piecd represented by 
the cast sent you. That cast, however, like the illustrations gives an 
exagzerated idea of the thickness of the coin and Mr. Wood has compared 
our piece with other Salduk issues and the fabric is entirely different. 
You will observe that the type which seems to be the upyer one, consists 
of conventionalized animal figures, some of which have haloed riders with 
a reverse which consists of an inscription and a conventionalized reserve 
or cartouche hoving trefoil-like decorations at each of its six apexes. 
The Arabic inscription shown on the obverse, I have marked "B", seems to 
belong to the earlier type. Mr. Wood feels that you may desire te ynodify 
your reading of the word "Salduk" in the light of the reverse to specimen 
"p’., On the coin of which the cost was sent you the inscription is very 
weak at this significant point.
